The most Important seizure of smug¬ 
gled coolies In recent years was mad* 
today by Special Agent Wiley, of th* 
United States Secret Service. This af¬ 
ternoon. in full view of the Ufe-*av- 
Ing station below Provmeetown. * 
two-masted schooner put In toward 
shore and lowered four dories crowd¬ 
ed with Chinamen. None of them 
could talk English. The dories were 
branded "F. B. St. J." and oach on* 
held ten Chinamen. Special Agent 
Wiley arrived on the evening train 
and took charge of the case. Mr. 
Wiley has stated to your correspond¬ 
ent that these Chinamen were prob¬ 
ably brought to the United States bjr 
uno Peter McBride, a notorious smug¬ 
gler of Chinese, who purchased th* 
Canadian fishing schooner Five Broth¬ 
ers at St. John. N. B-, early lost 
spring. Why he should attempt to 
land the cooitee In broad daylight. In 
full view of a life-saving station. ha» 
not been explained, but It Is believed 
by Special Agent Wiley that the com¬ 
mander of the schooner, discouraged 
by his Inability to land these China¬ 
men at New York city, and growing 
desperate. deliberately chose thl* 
method of ridding himself of an un¬ 
profitable cargo.
